Have 1,»7» at University of Illinois 


—Increase of 20S, 


Champaign, June 23.—With a total 


'egistration of 1 979 students for the 
first three dais, the University Sum- 
mer Session enrollment has reached 
the largest figure ever recorded for 
the summer term. Last year the total 
registration for the summer was only 
1,938. 


The present figures for the fust 


;hree days are 208 more than for the 
same period last yeai This points to 
an increase of about 200 students this 
summer. 
The added students 
are 


mostly undergraduates the number of 
graduate students, 264, being about 
equal to that o£ last year. 


Enrollment in the School of Ath- 


etic Coaching will 
seemingly be 


smaller than last year, this probably 
being due to the fact that the uni- 


ersity has placed a fee of 530 for 


out-of-state students for the courses 
instead of the usual $12 which has 
always been the price paid 
Since 


most of the men are from other 
states than Illinois, the expense of 
coming here, added to the high tui- 
tion, has caused a decrease.

Actual work of pouring concrete 


to finish the bis impounding dam 
•was started at 9:30 o'clock Friday 
morning. As fast as men pan wheel 
the concrete from the mixer to the 
first gap on the north end of the 


dam, 
the work is proceeding. 


Visitors to the river will seo a 


sight that has'not been witnessed in 
scores o! year. 
Water between the 


two dams is now running in places 
in a stream about eight feet wide 
and not more than or^ fool deep. 

IF 
visible. Vast quantities of sand and 
gravel greet the eye at the water- 
works.

The banks of the river are lined 


with fishermen. Carp are being pull- 
ed out in large numbers. One fisher- 
man Friday morning was not heeding 
the stats game law nor was there any 
one there to make him.

100 feet of the dam.

barely over the top of the concrete

During the survey of the river bot- 
tom which was recent!** made by the 
civil engineers engaged in the work 
it became necessary to measure the 
height of the Illinois Central rail- 
road bridge and it was found that 
the top of the tics on the bridge was 
thirty-one feet from the surface of 
the water. 


TO FILL-IT. 


Soundings 
in the river 
bed, a 


short distance down stream from 
the edge of the apron, showed that 
the bottom of that hole was forty- 
two feet and three Inches from the 
surface of the water. The hole is 
deepest a short distance from the 
apron down stream. 
It Is Into this 


big hole.that it Is proposed to pump 
back the great sand br-r which waa 
thrown across the channel of the 
stream by the driving digging force 
of the water which plunged through 
the openings In the dam during the 
high water.

eminent an 
electrical engineer than 


Dr. H. W. Nichols of 
New Tork. 


furnishes another bolt against 
the 


common belief that the Aether fur- 
nishes the medium of radio trans- 
mlssioru 


The first bolt against this notion 


—which heretofore had 
been 
ac- 


cepted by scientists—came only re- 
cently from Dr. Charles P. Steln- 
metz, famous electrical wizard. Dr 
Stelnmetz declared It was not the 
ether, 
but 
extremely fast 
light 


waves that 
made 
radln telephony 


possible 


To this statement that the 
ether 


has nothing- to do with radio, Dr 
Nichols adds the shot tl-at it actual- 
ly Is a hindrance to the development 
oS the new science. 


MUST BE SUBDUED. 


In fact, says Dr. Nichols, countei 


activities in the ether must be over- 
come 
before 
wireless communica- 


tion can be improved. 


Some Idea of these rival forces of 


the ether may be gained from the 
fact that every moving1 electron In 
the universe is a source of electrical 
interference. There are the electrons 
which fill 
the 
atmosphere to 
a 


height of 40 or 50 mllss with charged 
particles In water 
vapor 
or 
In 


clouds. The discharge of these part- 
icles—lightning—causes 
a consider- 


able electro-magnetic effect on re- 
ceiving antennae. 


Besides this Interference, explains 


Dr. Nichols, 
there 
are the 
high 


speed electrons' of the ether project- 
Ing from the sun, which causes stat- 
.o disturbance. This explains to some 
extent, 
the 
differences 
between 


ranges of radio communication by 
day and at night. 


METHODS TRIED. 


Since the early flays ot radio, en- 


gineers have tried to reduce thesi 
etheral disturbances, 
or 
"static" 


Still, static remains. 


However, Dr. Nichols 
says, 
by 


sharper tuning, that part of a static 
disturbance mav be excluded which 
i<! resolvable into frequencies differ- 
ing from the frequency of the sig- 
nals. 


Also, the power radiated from the 


sending station may be Increased. 
This may be done slightly by using 
antennae which 
are 
directive 
In 


their action.

Variable Inductances are of three

Inductances, wherein a sliding con- 
tact moves up and 
down the coll, I 


making contact with each turn of 
wire; 
step-by-step 
Inductances, 


whera a switch makes contact with 
certain predetermined points along 
the coll, or the variometer. 


MAGNETIC CHANGE. 


In the variometer, 
Inductance Is 


•varied by a change In the magnetic 
relationship of Its two colls. Usually 
one call revolves within tha other 
and 
the 
two 
are 
connected 
In 


"series " 


When their planes 
coincide, and 


the direction of 
winding 
on both 


stationary and movable colls is the 
same, the magnetic fields produced 
by currents flowing 
In them also 


coincide. The Inductance o,f the com- 
blnetlon Is then at a maximum. 


Should the 
movable 
coll bs re- 


volved 180 degrees so that tha planca 


of the two coils again coincide, but 
so that the direction of the winding 


upcm 
the colls 13 


in opposition, cur-

In answer to this question Dr. A, 


J. Hopkins o£ the department of 
mining engineering at the Univer-

a. upiece of soft black shale

real estate men met in Los Angeles 
the other day they evinced Inter- 
est In the zoning 
movement and 


asked for a concrete outline of the 
steps to be taken by any community 
wishing! to provide zoning laws for 
.itself. 
This concrete outline was 


furnished by Charles B. Ball of the

follows:

Zoning needs a stable foundation.

Zoning must be based on an exact 


knowledge of the facts

The basis of zoning should be pre-

from an o'd one, and good

from poor. 


The choicest fowls have clear, yel- 


low-colored skins, free from blotch- 
es. 


When tho slan is full of pin feath- 


ers it is a sign that the bird is a 
young ci e 


The 
boot 
way 
to 
make 
sure 


whether a, fowl is a young 
or old 


one is to press the breastbone 
be- 


tween tne fingers. Sharp bony angles 
on the breastbone indicate that there 
is little tender white 
meat. 
The 


breast of a very young 
bird 
will 


slide easily from side- to side. If very 
brittle, the fowl is probably about a 
year old; if hard and tough, 
much 


more than tint 


Some dealers, whose customers arq 


familiar with this test, break 
the 


breastbones to their old birds to dis- 
guise the -lual.ty of the poultry they 
handle 


In that case, examine the feet. On 


an old fowl they will be hard 
and 


rough, while those of a young bird 
will be smooth, moist soft and flexi- 
ble. Look for short, sharp claws on 
a young chicken's feet; 
with 
age 


they will have 
grown 
long 
and 


blunt. 


Very young birds have no 
spurs; 


as they grow older the spurs become 
longer, and gradually get more and 
more crooked. 


The eyes should be bright 
and 


full, the longer a

Hay fever Is giving way gradually 


to medical science. Hay fever suf- 
ferers are leglon._Many are attacked 
at the same hour of the same day 
each year. Many «eek relief In new 
climates, but now comes word that 
relief is possible in many cases right 
at home. 


If hay fever comes at practically 


the same time each year, a fairly ac- 
curate guess often may be made, by 
noting the particular grass, weed, or 
flower pollen common at that time. 


In hsy fever or asthma occurring 


at odd times It Is wise to have a 
competent physician 
examine 
the 


throat and no°je for any obstruction 
in the upper air passages. 


If none can be found, It should be 


noted whether or not the attack 13 
preceded by contact with certain ani- 
mals, absence of which gives relief.
